, Harrisburg, Oct. 28.-—When the 
State Senate convenes in January at 
least one-fourth of the personnel of 
the 
present 
membership 
will 
be 
changed. This is the minimum num. 
ber of changes which will occur and 
the results of the election November 
2 even may increase the number of 
new faces that will be seen in the up­ 
per branch of the legislature. 
Death, defeat af the May primary 
and disinclination of present members 
to enter the campaign are responsible 
for the changes. 
As the Senate is 
' continuous body, 25 of its 50 mem­ 
bers being elected each two years for 
a four year term, the deaths of Sen­ 
ator John P. Harris, of the 45th dis­ 
trict, and Senator T. Laurence Eyre, of 
the 19th district, will necessitate the 
choosing of 27 members this fall. 
However, the successful candidates for 
these two vacancies will be elected 
only for the remainder of the term 
of their predecessors. 
Two of the present members fell 
by the wayside in the primary. Sen­ 
ator Plymouth W. Snyder, of the 30th 
district (Blair and Huntingdon coun­ 
ties) and lender of the dry forces in 
the upper house, was defeated for the 
Republican nomipation by Richard W. 
Williamson of ^Huntingdon.

Snyder however received the Prohi­ 
bition nomination, but withdrew as 
that party’s candidate.

RECORD INCOMES 
ARE REPORTED 


U. S. Steel and General Motors 
Set New High Marks Which 
Break Totals For Year. 


New York, Oct. 28.—The country’s 
two largest industrial compenies-r-the 
United States Steel Corporation and 
the General Motors Corporation—an­ 
nounced 
Tuesday 
unusually 
large 
earnings for the third quarter, with 
General Motors still holding Ihe lead 
both for this period and the first nine 
months of the year. 
All records were broker* by General 
Motors, with earnings of $149,317,553 
for the nine months, exceeding those 
of any previous full year. 
The Steel Corporation was not far 
behind, its total earnings up to Sep-* 
timber 30 standing at $145,502*216. 
Relatively the same ratio was main­ 
tained in the third-quart«r figures, 
which totaled $56,031,870 for General 
Motors and $52,626,826 for United 
States .Steel. 
Both companies already have built 
up profits far in excess of their an­ 
nual dividend requirements. The Gen­ 
eral Motors surplus for the three 
quarters was equivalent to $17.77 a 
share on the common stock against 
$ 9.71 for the corresponding period last 
year, while United States Steel’s earn­ 
ings were equal to $13.06 on the com­ 
mon shares, compared with $9.44 for 
the same period of 1925.
